THE  MONITOH. — No.  VI. 

OUR  conftitution  Ins  fct  no  limits 
to  the  power  of  the  legiilature  to  draw 
money  from  the  treafury  :  it  was  im- 
practicable to  do  it  in  a  proper  man- 
lier, and  therefore  it  was  better  not 
to  attempt  it.  So  long  as  the  people 
make  choice  of  leprefc-niativcs,  who, 
Hunt  themfehes,  pay  a  pi  oper  pi  opor- 
tion  of  the  public  burthens,  they  may 
be  certain  that  none  that  arc  mine- 
cellary  will  be  impoled,  and  that  the 
money  which  is  railed  by  taxes  will 
not  be  dUGpated  in  an  ufclefs  manner. 
Jf  any  additional  fecurity  was  want- 
ing for  a  faiihful  difchaige  of  the  ie- 
p'refentative's  duty  in  the  difpolal  of 
tiie  public  monev,  it  would  Strife  from 
lys  dread  of  public  cenfure  and  dif- 
approbation,  on  the  return  of  the  an- 
nual election.  The  federal  confuta- 
tion is  the  only  one  which  has  attemp. 
led  10  define  or  limit  the  power  of  the 
legiUature  over  the  pSrfe  :  it  declares 
that  "  the  Congrefs  ihall  have  power 
to  lay  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  im- 
ports and  exciles,  to  pay  the  debts  and 
piovide  for  the  common  defence  and 
general  welfare  of  the  United  States  ;  " 
but  in  f  act,  as  they  are  loir  judges  of 
what  «'  the. general  welfai  e  "  does  re- 
quire, they  poilefs  an  abfolute  power 
ovci  the  purfe  of  the  United  States. 
£o  much  has  been  laid  to  (lie*,  that 
the  legttfature  of  this  date  had  full 
power  to  appropriate  any  fum  of  mo- 
ney they  might  have  thought  proper 
for  the  encouragement  of  the  manu- 
facture of  diuk,  if  they  had  thought 
it  expedient  to  do  fo.  The  expedi- 
ency of  fuch  a  meaiiue  ought  to  be 
decided  on,  by  a  conlideration  of  the 
necellity  of  the  Hate's  interfering  by 
giving  aid  to  the  maiudaCi  urer  ;  and 
tt  the  probable  benefit  which  will  re- 
lti.lt  to  the  community  from  the  encou- 
ragement of  the  manufacture.  In  all 
countries  where  manufactures  have 
been  cariied  on  to  any  degree  of  per- 
fection, they  have  been  encouraged 
when  in  tlieii  infant  ltate  by  bounties 
given  by  the  government  ;  and  when 
tney  have  been  judiciouily  applied,  it 
has  always  been  thought  that  they 
have  had  a  powerful  effect.  But  a 
hu>\  ity  can  only  be  given  to  an  exift- 
ing  manufacture,  and  has  a  tendency 
rather  to  increafe  the  quantity  of  the 
manufacture  than  to  let  it  into  moti- 
on. This  is  fufficient  in  old  countries 
when  money  can  always  be  had  to 
carry  on  any  Rind  of  bufmefs,  if  it 
can  be  made  to  appear  in  a  fatisfacto- 
ry  manner  that  the  bulinefs  will  be 
profitable  in  its  execution.  Here  the 
cafe  is  different,  the  want  of  fullicient 
private  capitals  will  oblige  us  for  a 
great  length  of  time  to  abftain  from 
engaging  in  fuch  kind  of  bufmefs,  al- 
though it  would  certainly  produce  ve- 
ry grtat  profits  :  bounties,  therefore, 
to  be  paid  on  the  manufacture  after 
ir.  war.  made  would  not  anfwer  onr 
purpofe,  there  niiifj  be  fomething 
done  to  draw  the  manufac>iiie  into 
exiftence  ;  and  nothing  can  do  this 
but  a  loan  to  enable  the  adventurer 
to  fet  it  into  motion.  Befides,  a  houn- 
t"  if,  an  abfolute  gift  of  the-  amount 
to  the  manufacturer, a  loan  is  only  an 
advance  for  a  lirtvitted  rime  of  a  fum  to 
he  returned  with  interelt  ;  fo  that  loans 
are  in  this  country  not  only  the  only 
effectual,  but  alfo  the  cheapeft  way  of 
giving  the  public  aid  to  the  cftabhlh- 
nienr  of  a  new  manufacture.  Other 
coontrics  have  found  it  expedient  to 
grant  bounties  to  encourage  manu- 
factures, although  they  had  at  the 
time  many  other  manufactures  carri- 
ed on  to  a  great  extent  within  thofe 
countries;  certainly  then  it  muft  be 
to  our  iutereft  to  lend  the  public  aid 
to  introduce  manufactures  into  this 
Hate.

Let  any 
individual  fay  if  he  would  hefitate  to 
accept  of  fuch  an  oifer,  if  he  could  re- 
ceive Inch  a  pei  folia!  benefit  by  the  do- 
ing of  it  ;  if  he  would  not,  why  Iho-ild 
he  helitate  in  wilhing  it  to  be  accept- 
ed for  the  Hate  ■  And  why  ought  the 
legislature  to  hefitate  in  doing  it  lit  bey 
have  the  power  to  lay  taxes  to  «  pro- 
mote the  general  welfare'  oft  he  ftate  i 
So  far  from  doubting  their  power  to 
do  this,  or  the  propriety  of  their  do. 
ing  it,  I  conceive  it  would  be  a  breach 
of  the  truft  repofed  in  them  not  to  do 
it  ;  and  that  the  omission  of  fo  im- 
pottant  a  duty,  on  which  the  general 
welfare  fo  materially  depends,  would 
be  a  greater  fin  againft  public  policy 
than  a  thoufand  fooliih  acts  cummiH 
xed  by  them.  But  I  have  heard  it 
laid,  that  it  is  unnecellary  to  take 
Ifeps  of  this  kind  j  becaufe,  if  the  fi 
tuat  ion  of  this  country  is  really  adapt 
ed  to  the  carrying  oh  of  fuch  manu- 
factures to  advantage,  time  and  expe- 
rience will  prove  it  to  be  the  cafe, 
and  then  they  will  be  engaged  in  it. 
Who  is  to  make  the  experiment  to  fee 
whether  the  real  lirnation  oLthe  coun- 
try is  adapted  to  thefe  manufactures  ? 
But  above  all— when  is  this  experi- 
ment tO  be  made?  The  ftate  is  now 
in  a  decaying  condition  ;  nothing  can 
i  eftore  it  to  vigor  but  a  great  addition 
to  our  expqru.  This  meafui  e  would 
probably  increafe  our  exports  lb  a 
\ery  large  fum. 

Our  wants  are  immediate,  and  no 
other  modeii  propofed  for  fupplying 
them.  Admit  then,  that  the  fame 
thing  would  be  produced  by  » he  ope- 
ration of  time  and  experience  in  twen- 
ty-five or  thirty  years— ought  we  to 
wait  that  time,  or  try  to  bring  it  about 
within  two  or  three  years  *  f  ew  men 
would  rcfule  to  engage  in  a  lottery 
when  they  could  not  draw  lefs  than 
the  money  they  put  in  with  interelt 
on  it,  and  when  the  chances  would  be 
in  their  favor  ofdrawirga  prize  to 
ten  times  the  amount  of  what  they 
put  in.  This  is  ji-ft  the  game  which 
I  wilii  the  ftate  to  play— Let  her  ad- 
vance to  proper  characters  as  much 
as  ffce  can  fpare,  on  intt  reit,  by  way 
of  loan  :  if  the  thing  mifcarries,  f!ie 
will  receive  back  her  principal,  with 
interelt  ;  but  if  it  fucceeds,  fhe  will 
annually  receive,  perhaps,  ten  times 
the  amount  of  the  fum  advanced,  he- 
fides  having  it  repaid  with  interelt  ; 
and  it  is  evident  that  the  whole  of  this  \ 
benefit  would  be  procured  by  thisteui- 


has  be*en  hithfrto  ;  befides  this  nv 
is  one  of  our  principal  dependent 
for  paying  for  a  great  part  of  oyr  in 
ports  ;  and  if  we  apply  it  in  this  way 
inn  ft  leave  the  balance  fo  much 
greater  againft  us  cm  that  account. 
Let  the  probable  amount  of  the  bal- 
ance that  will  be  againft  us,  both 
a  leading  people,  jtid  as  a  member 
the  general  government,  be  ellin 
ted  ;  and  I  lhall  is  a  citizen,  confidcr 
myfelf  under  griat  obligation^  to  a- 
ny  perfon  who  will  point  out  how 
we  can  difcharrfe  it,  unlefs  we  can 
add  greatly  to  jbur  exports.    If  this 
is  the  only  way  /  by  which  it  can  be 
done,  it  will  imen  biing  us  back  to 

efc  cjueftions':  is  hemp  the  belt 

art  we  havt;  f  And  will  it  bs  moft 
to*our  iutereft  to  export  it  manufac- 
tured rather  than  in  its  raw  ftate  ? 
Audit  both  of  thefe  queftions  mult 
be  anfwered  in  the  alhrmative,  I 
think  it  rauft  follow  as  a  necellary 
confe-queii^e,  that  it  niufi  be  the  duty 
of  the  legiAature  ro  lend  the  public 
aid  as  far  as  our  lituatiou  will  render 
k  practicable,  to  incrouuee  and  en- 
courage the  manufactures  of  duck 
and  cordage;  becaufe.  by  doing  fo', 
they  will  more  effectually  than  by  any 
other  means  in  their  power,  "  pro- 
mote the  general  welfare." 

Thofe  who  have  already  turned 
their  attention  to  thefe  fubjects  ap- 
prehend, that  after  all  other  difficul- 
ties are  removed,  they  will  find  a  tem- 
p**ary  obltacle  from  the  want  of  a 
icnt  quantity  of  hemp,  ami  a 
lalHng  one  from  the  want  of 
The  firfl  danger  will  be  rerrto- 
by  a  general  exertion  a  nongft  the 
fai\nr is  to  encreale  that  part  of  their 
crop  as  much  as  poftible  the  nextfea- 
fon,  and  private  ai  well  as  public  mo- 
tives ought  to  ftimulare  them  to  do 
tiiis,  as  there  is  a  great  probability 
that  it  will  be  the  molt  profitable  crop 
they  can  make.  If  thofe  who  are  the 
bell  acquainted  with  the  quality  and 
quantity  of  the  pine  proper  to  be  ufed 
iu  maKingoftar,  witlrin  a  proper  di- 
ftance  in  this  countiy,  will  give  the 
necellary  information  refpecting  both, 
to  t'notc  now  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facturing of  cordage,  they  will  cotffcr 
a  favor  on  them,  and  do  the  communi- 
ty a  fcrvice. 

Alarmed  for  mv  country  on  account 
of  evils  i  fancied  i  faw  threatening  her, 
and  anxioully  wilhing  to  fee  her  guard- 
ed againit  thofe  evils,  I  have- endea- 
voured not  only  to  point  out  her  dan- 
ger, but  alfo  in  an  imperfect  menner 
to  fhew  how  thar  danger  might  be  a- 
voidtd.  I  am  fenlible  that  in  doin^ 
this,  I  have  difcovered  my  want  of 
knowledge  of  the  ("objects  which  I  have 
endeavoured  to  diicufs  ;  but  if  I  have 
only  engaged  my  fellow-citiz'  ns  to 
think  for  themfelves  :  or  if  1  can  in- 
duce fome  able  pen  to  take  up  the  dif- 
cullion,  my  abject  will  be  in  part  at- 
tained; audi  lhall  rejoice  at  having 
fpent  fome  time  in  this  work  ;  fo*  how- 
ever I  maybe  miltaken  in  every  other 
refpeCt,  I  feel  a  cr.nfcioufnefs  that  no 
man  13  more  anxioully  fo!  it  ions  for  the' 
welfare  of  my  country-,  than  I  am.
